SYNOPSIS OF ORDINANCE: 


An œdinance approving the extension of Reference #800 with respect to the contracting of 
services involved in the Printing requirements of all Civil City and City Utilities Departments 
The contract will be extended at the same costs and under the same conditions as the 
original contract as stated om Page S-2 of the Bid package for the Office Service 


Department. 


EFFECT OF PASSAGE: 

The Office Service Department has found it cost efficient to contract all printing 
requirements out. The replacement of duplicating machines, personnel and supply costs to 
do it themselves far exceeds the cost of an outside vendor. The Department of Purchasing 
finds it cost effective to extend the Optional Renewal to the comapny now holding the 
contract. 


EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE: 

The department will have to buy the necessary equipment and supplies to do the job and then 
staff the equipment. This would also include expenditures of maintenance and downtime. 
Renewing the original contract for printing will eliminate the expense and time to bid all of 
the work again, with the possibility of higher costs to the City.
